Air whose oxygen is ozonized by 


the brush discharge of an electric cur- 
rent oi 50,000 tolOO.OOO volts is used 
at St. Maur, near Paris, for pnrifying 
water. The ozonized air is pnniped 
into lofty cylindrical sterilizers of cast 
iron. These are divided internally 
by numerous celluloid plates with 
very large holes, and the water, be- 
| ing made to descend slowly and ia a 


state of fine division, undergoes long 
and perfect contact with the ozone, 
insuring complete destruction of dead 
organic matter as well as of living 
germs. The establishment supplies 
Paris with about 22,000,000 gallons 
of pure water daily at a coat of 830. 


The Journal of Geology is authority 


for the statement that a new mineral 
has recently been discovered which wi 
a fuel is far superior to coal. 
The 


substance, which is of a lustrous black 
color, 19 found on tbe island of Bar- 
badoes, and is called by the natives 
"manjak." It is thought that manjak 
is petrified petroleum, greatqnautities 
of petroleum being found on the same 
island. It contains only two per cent, 
of water and fully twenty-seven per 
.cent, of solid organic matter, thus 
surpassing in utility the best asphalt 
in Trinidad, ift which thirty per cent 
of water is contained, and which has 
been classed so far as the very finest 
of fuel. 


The borings which have been car- 


ried on for some time at the coral reef, 
or atoll, of Funafuti, have now beeu 
discontinued, a depth of 1114 feet hav- 
ing been reached. 
The cores ob- 


tained by the drill have been pre- 
served, and the material penetrated is 
said to be, for tbe most part, a "corai 
reef" ropk 
The upper part of the 


boring consists of a mixture of sand 
composed of calcareous organisms 
with reef coral, but at a depth of 600 
feet there was a suddea change to 
hard limestone.

To Telescope Star Trails. 


A photographic telescope, having » 


peculiar purpose, is to be set up al 
Helsingfors by tlie Columbia Univer- 
sity Observatory. ' The telescope is 
the gift of Miss C. W. Bruce, of New 
York. It is intended to photograph, 
not etaia, but star trails. 
If a teles- 


cope, having a photographic plate ip 
its foctts, is pointed at the stars and 
then fixed in position, the stars will, 
ia consequence of their 
apparent 


motion caused by the rotatica of the 
earth, impress lines, or trails, upon 
the plate, the length of the lines de- 
pending upon tb.^ time of exposure. 
It is these star trails that the new 
telescope is intended to photograph, 
bnt only the stars near the Nortb 
Pole vill be chosen. 
The telescope 


will be pointed at the true pole of the 
earth's rotation, and the star traita 
will appear as circles, or parts of 
circles. 
Then, by careful examina- 


tion of tbeee at*r-made lines, changes 
in the direction of the earth's axis 
may be revealed.

For the last two >ear& of ills 


lite, after rescuing the scepter Of 
Spain and the Netherlands to bis son 
Philip, in 1556, Charles retired to th« 
monastery of Yuste. in Eitremadura, 
and there lived a cloister life in 
close Intercourse with the monks, de- 
voting much time to religious exer-

During this period, prompted, 


it may be by ihe example of Cardinal 
de ia Marck who for several years be- 
fore his death, in 1628, had annually 
rehearsed bis own obsequies, the em- 
peror, in the summer of 1558, formed 
the resolution to celebrate his own fu- 
neral before he died.'

From the Youth's Companion: A 


vivid illustration of the power of mere 
words over human beings is noted by 
a thoughtful French writer. Franciaque 
Sarcey. Hft says that after the wreck 
of the steamship Bourgogne many pas- 
sengers were found floating, drowned, 
with life preservers on. The life pre- 
servers were fastened upon the bodies, 
bttt-were fastened around the belts m- 
steud of under the arms, and the great- 
er weight of the upper part of the body 
had tipped the head under the water, 
and the person was infallibly drowned. 
Now, the greater part of the persons so 
drowned, were Flench, and the French 
term for a life preserver is cciinture de 
sauvetage, or "life-saving belt." This 
word celnture suggests to the mind, in 
its moments of disorder and unreadi- 
ness such as a great catastrophe brings, 
the idea of putting on a belt, and is a 
belt is put around the waist and no- 
where else, the frightened person in- 
stinctively adjusts the life preserver 
close about the hips. 
The result is 


that as soon as the person so provided 
falls into the water his body tips over, 
witb the heavier portion downwind, 
and the head is plunged beneath the 
surface. The word "belt." therefore, j 
the French writer insists, was the 
cause of the loss of many lives in the 
Uourgogne disaster. Unfortunatelj 
it 


was not the cause of so many as the j 
want of courage and chivalry on the 
p.irt of the crew. In the English Mu- 
guagc we have no such coufiHiiiR no- j 
lion connected \vlth tho word whith ' 
do.seribes the same object. Perhaps it | 
ia the word "life preserver" thnt in- j 
cline^ us to put the article on closr ] 
under the armpits, so that It holds the j
